Gentlemen!
The City Plan Commleslon hereby bega to submit to you for your oonalderatlon

and adoption the oomprehenalve coning of all the territory recently annexed to the
City of Auatln.

Attached hereto are two map a showing the extensions of the coning classifications
to thle new territory. One map Indicatea the "Use" District designations and the other,
the Height and Area Districts.

The so maps are the result of an extenalve study on the part of the Commission
of the present "Uses", aa well ae the projected future growth of the City of Auatln
Into these areas. The designations indicated on the maps are considered by the Corn-
mi salon to be for the present the most desirable "Uses" to which the land should be
put until definite trends of development indicates further modification and adjustment*

The Commission has indicated a minimum of busineas commercial property In view
of the fact that the City within ita old limits ia now over-coned with commercial
property. The excessive commercial coning la contrary to sound planning and social
economy. The absorption of present commercial property within the City will require



considerable time, notwithstanding the present rapid growth of the Olty. The Commission
has thsrefors only toned that property for commercial uses whioh fronts along the major _
highways entering the Olty whioh is alrsady largely ussd for business purposes; and has •
provided a few neighborhood shopping oenters at strategic points. In the eastern por- •
tlon of the Olty along the railroad a emaller amount of property has bsen coned for ™
business purposss , as the Olty already has a larger amount of Industrial property far
behind its capacity to absorb in the immediate future* No extension of the present
liquor cone has been made, as there will be several non-conforming uses of this
character In the annexed territory* In the northern section of the Olty there will be
several non-conforming uses, such as monument works, crank case oil plant, and some
retail stores in Highland Addition.

In accordance with the requirements of the law, public hearings must be held by
the Olty Council before the adoption of these recommendations. Inasmuch as the Council,
as well as the Zoning Board of Adjustment, le receiving numerous applications for the
changes in the Use Districts now established ad interim. It Is urged that the Oounoll
set a date for such hearings as early as possible in order to avoid any further oon-
fusion or delay in the consideration of such applications*

The Commission hopes the Oounoll will adopt the recommendations as Indicated
upon the maps, and that the same be enacted in an amendment to the Zoning Ordinance at
the earliest possible date.

After the final adoption of the amendment, the Commission begs to urge the Oounoll
to immediately prepare new coning maps Including the old and new territory on two
official maps*

It is hoped that the efforts of the Olty Plan Commission,In the preparation and
submission of the above recommendations, will meet with the approval of the Olty Council. _
